DAVITT’S LETTER. 

Michael Davitt, in the letter printed in 
yesterday’s issue, explains at full length 
and clearly the purpose of the Irish Land 
League in entering on a new campaign of 
agitation, in which the monster meeting will 
play the leading part. If the agitation is con- 
ducted on the lines laid down by Mr. Davitt 
it is difficult to see on what pretext the Goy- 
ernment can suppress it as threatened. It 
has for its shibboleth the old cry raised by 
Davitt himself at the commencement ot the 
agitation four years ago in Mayo, Land- 
lordism must go.“ But neither Mr. Davitt 
nor apy of the other Irish agitators, unless 
Mr. Henry George can be called one, has 
demanded that the landlords shall “go” 
without compensation, Mr. Davitt, to be 
sure, says that the compensation shall not, 
to use Mr. Parnell’s phrase, exceed the 
prairie value of the land”; that is to say, it 
shall be the price of the land in its natural 
state, The landlords ate willing to so on 
being paid the market value of the land in 
its present state, which Lord George Hamil- | 
ton has estimated at from twenty-one to 
twenty-five times the yearly rental. A com- 
promise between Mr. Davitt’s minimum and 
m may yet be agreed 
on. Sooner or later the landlords must go, 
and if they get a fair price they will be happy 
todoso. The tendency of all future legis- 
lation on the question of the land in England, 
as wellasin ireland, must be in the direc- 
tion of multiplying the number of occupying 
proprietors. 

The agitation which Davitt outlines will 
tend to hasten legislation for Ireland. It 18 
an accepted axiom of British politics that no. 
measure of reform shall be granted until the 
demand for it becomes general and importu- 
nate. This is especially true so. far as Irish 
reforms are concerned. But Mr. Davitt can 
hardly expect that all he demands will de 
granted at once, or that those whose vested 
interests and privileges he assails will not 
stoutly resist interference with them. But 
if the agitation is conducted within the law 
it is not easy to see how the Government 
can be induced to interfere, no matter 
how extravagant the demands may appear. 
The incitements to violence which some- 
times marked previous agitations came 
principally from irresponsible persons and 
bombastic patriots who mistook bravado 
for warfare. It would have been well if this 
type of orators were checked at the com- 
mencement of the old Land League, 
which would have accomplished more if it 
had not been weighted with misguided 
and ignorant friends. Mr. Davitt and his 
friends now appreciate this. It is noted in 
connection with the early meetings of the 
new campaign that only men who can meas- 
ure their words, trained speakers, members 
of Parliament, and clergymen, are allowed to. 
address the meetings. It may be that this is 
because most of the “flaming ”’ patriots have 
found it convenient to emigrate, but we in- 
cline to the belief that it is because caution 
and prudence have more influence in the 


councils of the party than in the earlier days. 


Mr, Davitt’s apology for the renewal of the 
agitation is hardly necessary. It is generally 
admitted that, though the Land and Arrears 
acts and other Irish measures have conferred 
great advantages on Ireland, much must yet 
be done in order to satisfy the reasonable 
demands of the Irish people. The Land act 
must be amended so as to give full effect to 
the purpose of the Healy clause, which the 
House of Lords has so far been able to pre- 
vent. It was the intention of Mr. Gladstone 
of Commons, as Mr. Davitt 
admits, that clause should be given full 
effect, and there is no doubt that it will next 
session. Mr. Gladstone, we believe, has 
promised thata measure amending the act 
will be one of the first introduced at the 
opening of Parliament next February. This 
will not only contain the Healy clause in its 
integrity, but will provide also for the exten- 
sion of the refit-reducing provisions of the 
act to leaseholding tenants. 

Mr. Davitt, we think, understates the ad- 
vantages of these provisions. He says that 
the reductions in 80,000 cases where rents 
have been tixed by the courts aggregate but 
$1,000,000, This must be a mistake. The | 
official report issued the sist of July last 
stated that the aggregate reductions in the 
69,000 cases. decided up to that time was 
$1,650,000," At this rate the reductions in 
80,000 cases must have been nearly double 
the amount which Mr. Davitt states.

i GERMANY'S SUPREMACY. 

The review of the German army at this 
time cannot but have a most salutary effect 
on the peace of Europe and of the world. 
All accounts agree in saying the 


| autumn manetvres at Homburg have shown 


that Germany has the most finely equipped 
and best disciplined army the worid has ever 
known. In numbers and in effectiveness it 
is without a rival. All the military erities of 
Europe, our dispatches say, agree that no 
such illustration of human training has ever 
before been witnessed as that which extort- 
ed admiration op the plains of Homburg last 
week, and all are in perfect accord in assert- 
ing that in methods of mobilization and ex- 
pertness in using the mechanism of warfare 
no army was ever brought to such a state of 
perfection as that of Germany. 

The knowledge of this must convince 
France that her hopes of regaining what she 
lost in 1871 must be deferred for many years, 
and that to provoke a quarrel with Germany 
now, or even to give Germany pretext for a 
quarrel with her, would be suicidal. It will 
also have a good effect on Russia, who lias 
been restless of late, and whose hand is too 
plainly visible in the troubles in the Slavic 
provinces of Austria, in Bulgaria and Servia. 
Germany’s supremacy in Europe must be as 
readily acknowledged now as after the close 
of the Franco-Prussian war. That suprem- 
acy has been wisely and temperately used 
during the last dozen years, and itis for the 
good of Europe that it shall be continued. 
Whatever may be said or thoughtof Bis- 
marck’s domestic policy, his foreign policy 
has been moderate and prudent. It has also 
been consistent with itself. Germany has 
acquired a giant strength, but she knows 
how to use it. These annual military reviews 
show that she is not only capable of main- 
taining her supremacy, but might without 
much hazard have been more aggressive. 
Neither France nor Russia, nor perhaps Brit- 


ingly and so judiciously. 

The French people, if not the French Goy- 
ernment, fully recoguize the logic of facts, 
and are nervously anxious that there shall be 
no occasion for their powerful neighbor to 
quarrel with their country. They “just 
now abbor and fear Jingoism.”

Tur claim that high license has denn a 
failure in Des Moines is completely refuted 
by official reports showing the numder of | 
saloons in the principal lowa cities during 
the present month. The contrast between 
the low-license and the high-license cities is 
of the most striking character. Des Moines 
is the largest place in the State, and under 
the operation of high license it reports only 
sixty saloons, Dubuque, with considerable 
less population than Des Moines, reports 146 
saloons existing under the blessings and ad- 
vantages of low license. Davenport, with 
still less population, but with a low-license 
ordinance, reports 133 saloons. In other 
words, the low-license ¢ities of lowa that 
rank next to Des Moines in population have 
more than twice the number of saloons it 
has under the operation. of high license. 
Yet it is claimed that high license is a fail- 
ure In Des Moines in face of the fact that it 
nas reduced the saloons to less than half 
the number found in low-license cities of 
nearly the same size. An example like this 
points its own moral and proves beyond 
dispute that the effect of high license is to 
reduce the number of saloons. and place the 
liquor traffic under real limitation and con- 
trol. This is more than can ever be achieved 
by a prohibition that is incapable of enforce- 


ment.

RAILROAD ACCIDENT. 


A Passenger Train on the Ohio & 
Mississippi Road Run Into—Two 
Persons Killed and a Num- 
ber Badly Injured. 


St. Louts, Mo., Sept, .—Passengers v 
arrived in on a delayed Ohio & — 
train this evening report a serious accident 
as having occurred near Seymour, III., at 4 
o’clock this morning, by which two persons 
were killed and quite a number wounded. 
It appears that Trains Nos. 8 and 5, which left 
Cincinnati at 7:15 and 6: respectively, last 
night were under orders to run slow near 
Seymour in consequence of the track being 
in bad condition. No. 3 picked up a sleeper 
and one coach from Louisville at North 
Vernon, the intersecting point with the 
Louisville line, and passed on. 

When four miles west of Seymour, and 
while running about three miles an hour, as 
per orders, it was run into from the rear by 
No. 5, which was bowling along at high 
speed. The passenger coach, which was 
in the rear of the sleeper, was driven 
nearly half way through and partly 
on top of the sleeper. Both cars were badly 
damaged.
